Ohio Stops 
PAC; South 
Yields Win 


WASHINGTON, May 8—(UP) 
Returns Wednesday night from 
four primary elections held Tues- 
day showed that the CIO Political 
Action Committee, which is out 
to purge anti-New Dealers, got a 
sharp rebuff in Ohio, but scored 
one victory and possibly another 
in the Deep South. 

Elections were held in Ohio, In- 
diana, Alabama and Florida. 

In Ohio, Sen. James W. Huff- 
man, Democrat, swamped three 
Democratic Senatorial opponents, 
among them Marvin Harrison, the 
ClO-Progressive candidate, who 
ran a poor third. Huffman thus 
won the right to oppose former 
Gov. John W. Bricker, 1944 GOP 
Vice Presidential candidate who 
was unopposed for the Republican 
Senatorial nomination.

OTHER INDIANA RESULTS 

In Indiana nine Congressional 
incumbents, eight of them Repub- 
licans, were renominated. Another, 
Rep. Charles M. La Follette, Re- 
publican, is campaigning for elec- 
tion to the Senate against Sen. 
Raymond Willis, Republican. The 
nomination will be made at the 
GOP convention next month. 

Ohio Congressional incumbents 
fared equally well. Chief interest 
there centered on the Huffman- 
Harrison race. Had the CIO candi- 
date won nomination, it would 
have set the stage for a November 
conflict on whether labor was 
strong enough to smash Bricker’s 
Presidential hopes. 

Bricker’s popularity was demon- 
gtrated when he received more 
than 315,000 votes—the highest 
single total of any candidate—

A Mankin-appointed Committee

The avowed purpose of the 
change was to overcome the 
Negro vote, the balance in Mrs.

Talmadge, Reported Spurned byCI0, 
Charges PAC Financing Carmichael

Reportedly having sought and 
failed to obtain the support of the 
CIO-PAC, ex-Gov, Eugene Tal- 
madge has begun flooding the 
State with letters charging that 
these “Communistic” organizations 
are financing the gubernatorial 
campaign of Jimmie Carmichael. 

This charge was branded false 
immediately by Charles Gillman, 
head of the CIO-PAC in Georgia, 
and indications were the labor un- 
ions were leaning toward ex-Govy. 
E. D. Rivers in his comeback effort. 

“Herman Talmadge has made 
two or three attempts to have us 
indorse his father,” Gillman said 
yesterday. “We told him that we 


are not taking any action for any 
gubernatorial candidate at the 
present time. We are confining 
our activities at the present purely 
to registering voters.” 

About a week before the Demo- 
cratic Primary, representatives of 
each local in the State will meet 
and decide which candidate has 
the best qualifications, Gillman 
said. Then they will ask their 
members to vote for him. Until 
that time, the PAC will not in- 
dorse any candidate. 

Gillman . predicted, however, 
that neither the CIO nor any other 
labor organization could support 
Talmadge because of his previous 
attitude toward labor.

Georgia Joins in Protest to ICC 


Against Rails Plea for Rate Hike

WASHINGTON, May 8 — The 

State of Georgia joined with oth- 


er States Wednesday in protest- 
ing the railroads’ current petition 
for approval by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission of an im- 
mediate 25 percent increase in 
freight rates. 

Daniel Duke, an Assistant At- 
torney General, of Georgia, and 
State legal counsel for the Geor- 
gia Public Service Commission, ap- 
peared before the ICC along with 
legal representatives of some 20 
other States, to demand a full 
public hearing on the merits and 
demerits of the proposed rate 
hike. 

The Georgia Commission is a 
member of the Southeastern Asso- 
ciation of Railroad and Utilities 
Commissioners which submitted 
to the ICC a complaint accusing 
the railroads of seeking to 
strengthen the long-acknowledged 
freight-rate discrimination against 
the South and West.

17-year locust and that isn’t good.| F 


On each amber-colored wing of the 


locust is a small “W.” an omen 


of war, according to folklore. 
The State Department of Ento- 

mology, however, says that the 17- 

year locust is not the destructive 


‘kind which plagued Egypt in Bib- 


lical times, and which even today 
is a scourge in the Middle East. 

The millions of locusts now in 
the Bolton section were hatched 
from eggs another swarm of lo- 
custs laid 17 years ago. Today’s 
locusts will lay eggs, then go away, 
according to the entomologist. 
Where they’ll go, nobody seems to 
know, but the locust is known to 
have a cruising range of several 
thousand miles. 

The eggs the locusts are now lay- 
ing will hatch in 17 vears, so Bol- 
ton will then have another scourge 
of them. 

There is much superstition and 


folklore concerning locusts. In | 


Morocco, they say that a locust 
swarm is a sign that the price of 
food will drop. 

And if a locust stings you, some 
say, you'll be plagued by bad luck 
the rest of your life. 

In the East Indies, they give 
the queen locusts to old men. It is 
supposed to strengthen their 
backs. 

Besides portending war, the 17- 
year locust, accortiing to folklore, 
brings bad luck to everyone who 
looks upon it.

Bank Removes Russian Loan Reserve Fund 


WASHINGTON, May 8—#)— 
American officials have decided 
against reserving any longer $1,- 
000,000,000 of Export-Import Bank 
funds for a Russian loan. 

Diplomatic officials said uncer- 
tainty over whether Moscow 
tends to aecept an American invi- 
tation to begin loan negotiations 
has caused high 
policy-makers to take this action. 

It has been decided to use the 
Bank’s present capital — about 


$1,500,000,000—to make loans to. 


France, China and Italy, the offi- 
cials said. Approval of these three 
loans would leave the Bank with 
little or no funds. 

This may throw the Russian 
loan issue into an eventual Con- 
gressional debate. For in order 
to get more capital with which it 
could grant a Russian loan, the 
Administration would have to get 
Congress to approve its pending 
request for additional funds for 
the Bank.

Both Senators took different po- 
sitions also on the crucial McFar- 
land Amendment, voted down 
Wednesday. This is the amend- 
ment which would have required 
Great Britain to yield title to At- 
lantic military bases and open Em- 
pire areas to American commercial 
use as a condition to the proposed 
$3,750,000,000 loan. 


RUSSELL IN FAVOR 

Sen. George voted against the 
amendment while Sen. Russell 
voted for it.

Carmichael's Career 
Short, But Meteoric 


By CELESTINE SIBLEY, 
Constitution Staff Writer. 
MARIETTA—The political career of James V. Carmichael has 
been a short one, even for so young a man, but brief as it has been, 
it has facets that have left old-line politicos goggle-eyed. 


There was the thing Jimmy did 
in 1941. It was between sessions 
of the Legislature, to which he 
had been elected twice without 
opposition. The Southeastern Pipe 
Line Company retained his serv- 
ices as an attorney to represent 
it at the Legislature in getting 
rights-of-way. 

The natural thing, as many a 
man has seen it, would have been 
for Jimmie to continue as a legis- 
lator with the pipe line as a quiet 
—and lucrative — sideline. But 
there was a little matter of a law 
which, although ignored by hun- 
dreds of lobbyists annually, con- 
tinues on the statute books. It 
requires persons representing or- 
ganizations or concerns before the 
Legislature to register with the 
Secretary of State and pay a fee. 

Jimmie Carmichael and his 
three associates in the pipe line in- 
terests. went to the Capitol Feb. 24, 
1941, signed up as representatives 
of the Southeastern Pipe Line 
Company and paid a $250 regis- 
tration fee each. 
“OUTSTANDING ECONOMIST” 

They were the first to register 
since 1939—and the last. 

The two terms Carmichael 
served in the Legislature before 
then cosntituted the only elective 
office he has ever held—and he 
was elected then without opposi- 
tion. He was the leader of young 
legislators in the House and 
served notably as Vice Chairman 
of the Economy Committee. He 
spent several months investigating 
the Rivers administration with a 
view to eliminating waste and ex- 
travagance in State government. 
The investigation resulted in the 
indictment of several State offi- 
cials on charges of graft and cor- 
ruption. 

When Gov. Arnall went into 
office he appointed Carmichael, 
whom he described as the “out- 
standing economist in Georgia,” to 
serve as executive agent in charge 
of the State Revenue Department 
to reorganize the Department and 
eliminate excessive personnel, cut 
out waste and extravagance and 
inaugurate an efficient method of 
collecting state revenue.

He 
served as City Attorney for Mari- 
etta and was County Attorney 
from 1937 to 1944, handling the 
negotiations for financing the Cobb 
County Airport and waterworks 
system. 


DIRECTED BOMBER PLANT 

The Cobb County Airport was 
later to be one of the first induce- 
ments for bringing the $15,000,000 
Bell Aircraft plant to Marietta. 
The location of the plant created 
employment for thousands of 
Georgians on a pay roll that at one 
time numbered 28,000 persons. 
Eighty per cent of those employed 
were Georgians and approximate- 
ly 10 per cent came from neigh- 
boring states. The pay roll av- 
eraged a million and a half dol- 
lars a week with the result—and 
this is a thing that Carmichael is 
particularly proud of—that hun- 
dreds of his fellow Georgians were 
able to buy their own homes and 
now have them debt-free. 

Later his position as Vice Presi- 
dent and General Manager of the 
plant gave Carmichael authentic 
experience in handling vast num- 
bers of employes and millions of 
dollars—experience his supporters 
feel would be invaluable in a gov- 
ernor. Under his management at 
Bell the plant, said by Army offi- 
cers to have been responsible for 
shortening the war at least six 
months, saw efficient production 
stepped up to such an extent that 
cost of the giant Superfortresses 
was cut in half. 


‘Doc’ Everritt, 
Waycross, in Race 
For Governor 


S. E. “Doc” Everritt, of Way- 
cross, has officially entered the 
gubernatorial race and expects to 
slide into the Executive Mansion 
on a platform covered with oil. 

Everritt, accompanied by his 
campaign manager, R. M. Black- 
burn, of Atlanta, paid his $500 pri- 
mary entry fee yesterday to Miss 
Grace Cannington, Secretary to 
the State Democratic Executive 
Committee. He then issued a 
statement forecasting a golden age 
for Georgia—provided he is elect- 
ed Governor. 

Oil can accomplish much for 
Georgia, Everritt declared, includ- 
ing a $500 bonus for every World 
War II veteran and the highest 
teachers’ salaries in the nation. 

The $500 bonus will be paid to 
every Georgia veteran. If the vet- 
eran is dead, the money will go 
to his father. If the father is dead, 
the money will be paid to the vet's 
mother. Should both parents be 
deceased, the $500 will be used to 
construct a monument to his 
memory in his home county. 

And if Everritt cannot bring 
these blessings and many others 
to Georgia in the first six months 
of his administration, he promised 
to resign and “appoint my succes- 
sor.” 

Everritt proposes to finance his 
program by taxing the “19,000,000 
acres of oil land now under lease 
in Georgia.” There is plenty of 
oil on this land, the new guberna- 
torial candidate declared, but the 
“big oil companies don’t want to 
bring in oil until they have ae 
quired all the land they want af 
cheap prices.” 

Taxing the acreage would make 
the companies produce oil to avoid 
the tax, Everritt asserts, because 
when oil is brought in, he plans to 
substitute his acreage tax for a 
tax on each barrel produced. 

Another plank in Everritt’s plat- 
form is payment of an $80-a-month 
pension to every person over 65. 

Eurith D. Rivers, a former Gov- 
ernor, is the reason for his enter- 
ing the race, Everritt said. If 
Rivers had “kept a promise” to 
come to see him and discuss what 
Georgia needs, Everritt said his 
entry will not have been neces- 
sary. 

As it is, the Waycross man, who 
says he is a newcomer to politics, 
has anted up his $500 and is in 
the race for the State’s highest 
post. 

Already he has started a Ever- 
ritt-for-Governor Club in Wav- 
cross and will open his State head- 
quarters in Atlanta as soon as he 
can contract for building space. 

A solution for the housing short- 
age, of which Everritt also is a 
victim here, is not included in his 
program.

Face to face with a decision. Unless an agreement can be 
reached within the next few days the government must take over 
the mines. 

What then? 

The miners will not work unless John L. Lewis orders them 
so to do. He has indicated he will not. 

The next step? 


The government of the United States will then face another 
decision. It will have to attempt to operate the mines. If it does 
so, there will be strikes throughout the nation. In fact, there likely 
would be a general strike. There would be a condition of anarchy 
and martial law would prevail even though much of organized 
labor would recoil from such a prospect. 


Of necessity legislation would be introduced and adopted radi- 
cally changing our form of government. Special sessions of Legis- 
latures would be called. The Constitution of the United States 
would be amended in a short period of time. We would move 
toward an authoritarian form of government. But, during this 
period, the nation’s economy would be paralyzed. There would be 
riots and general disorders. 


This probably will not occur. 


But, make no mistake about it. It could occur easily. The 
nation, the owners of utilities such as coal mines, railways, power 
and transportation lines—the unions of men who work for them— 
have got to be made to see that if they have the power to halt the 
normal activity of 130,000,000 persons this country will change its 
form of government in a manner distasteful to most of us. 


We are in an economic war—not a dispute. 


Miners John L. Lewis is demanding a royalty on each ton of 
coal mined. That cannot be granted, because it gives 
to a labor union the right to tax. 

But, John L. Lewis should be supported in his demands for safety 
regulations. The effrontery of the mine operators in refusing to 
install federal safety regulations is unpardonable. They control too 
many of the State commissions. . 

Their refusal to participate in some form of welfare and hos- 
pitalization plan for the miners is equaled only by Lewis’ effrontery. 

Why do the miners obey John L. Lewis so blindly? That is 
easy to answer. The history of coal mining in the United States 
is one of the most bloody and tragic chapters in the long history of 
man’s inhumanity to man. 

There are many, many instances in that history of State troops 
being used against them; of special company police brutalizing and 
terrorizing mining towns until they were little more than concen- 
tration camps. There was bloody Harlan of more recent times. 

The United Mine Workers’ Union has much in its files. They 
assert they are supported by affidavits. Look at a few samples: 

William Burns, Trafford, Ala.; injured in mine accident in 1934. 
Unable to walk for 12 years. Has wife and three children. Mine 
carried no compensation insurance. Burns draws from $13 to $30 
a month from county public welfare. 

Sam Lawson, back broken by slate fall, Aug. 10, 1942. Draws 
$15 per week for self, wife and four children. Neighbors clothe 
children, help wife. 

Tom Michovitch, double fracture of back in West Virginia mine 
in 1936. Unable to work since. Last compensation drawn expired 
in 1939. County welfare pays him $12 per month. Friend who 
runs restaurant feeds him. 

And so the record runs—name after name—affidavit after 


affidavit. 


And yet the operators generally refuse to install 
No Mystery federal safety regulations and any modern sys- 
tem of welfare and hospitalization.

to ruthless and brutal opposition in organization. 

There is no mystery in why they are loyal to Lewis. 

In 1930 the mining industry was dying. The union was dying, 
too. Federal legislation gave Lewis his chance. 

Power is a powerful drug. Lewis, feeding on it, grew vain and 
arrogant, as have others who have tasted power in other fields. 

He may be willing to tear down the whole house to have his way. 

If he does, the government must step in. 

One day soon the blue chips will be down.

They Learn 
As Pups 


Of three brothers, all criminals, 
one who had fought bravely and 
well in the Pacific waited in Death 
Row for his day of execution, 


He talked and acted tough. But 
there was no toughness, but only 
heart-wrenching truth, in one thing 
he said: “We had nobody to look 
after us after our mother died.” 


He wasn’t making excuses or 
pleading for sympathy, but only 
stating a biographical fact, The 
mother died, and then the kids 
were adrift—free to make their 
own rules of behavior at an age 
when no kid is competent to direct 
his own life wisely or safely. 


The motherless or fatherless are 
relatively few, but it makes little 
difference, in the development of 
a kid’s character whether he is 
denied training and discipline be- 
cause his parents are dead or be 
cause they evade their duty. In 
either case the kid hasn't a fair 
chance. 

Albert Peyson Terhune, who 
wrote dog stories and raised five 
collies, said the basic training of 
a pup should be given in its first 
three months. Within that period 
the pup must learn certan funda- 
mentals which are the foundation 
of all future training, and above 
all else it must learn obedience. 

Now, obedience can be a bad 
thing that shames and degrades. 
When man must obey man against 
his will, as under any kind of 
totalitarian system, or suffer dire 
punishment. he is a slave and a 
helpless tool of tyranny. 

But without obedience there can 
be no civilization or organized gov- 
ernment, no industries to provide 
jobs. no unions, no educational 
system, no production or achieve- 
ment that requires co-operating 
with the head man. Samebody 
must plan and direct, and em- 
ployes must do as they are told 
or all is confusion and conflict. 

Free men who obey are still free, 
for they can always quit the job 
or withdraw from the organization 
as an alternative to obedience. 

But what if a man is in spirit 
an outlaw who fiercely resents 
being told what to do? He says no- 
body can boss him. He ignores all 
laws. He can’t hold a job, for he 
won’t endure restraints or instruc- 
tions. 

He didn’t become that way aftér 
he grew up. Outlaws, who won't 
play by the rules, became that way 
in infancy, They had nobody to 
teach them discipline, or their 
parents wouldn’t teach them 
obedience. 

They learn as pups, or by nard 
knocks, or never.

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Stalemate in Germany 


The stalemate in Paris is the more discouraging because it occurs 


over relatively minor European issues. The crucial question is 
Germany, Utterly broken as Germany is, and truncated of a quarter 
of her territory, she is the central European power. Germany was 
the cause of this war; no other European nation has had for a cen- 
tury the potential power to dominate Europe. Today the only 
nation with that possibility is the Soviet Union. 


The Soviet Union might obtain hegemony over Europe by a 
Communist victory in France, which would make Germany an is- 
land in a Soviet-dominated sea. But failing this, as seems likely— 
the French rejection of the Communist-Socialist sponsored consti- 
tution is indicative—the USSR might extend its hegemony directly 
through Germany, over half of which its power is absolute. Should 
this happen, Great Britain and the United ‘States will not only have 
lost the peace, but the war. 


: The stalemate in Paris is reflected in Berlin. 
Little Progress The quadripartite command which theoreti- 
Cally governs Germany, and which, according to Potsdam, must 
treat Germany as a whole, has made almost no progress toward 
that end. All decisions must be unanimous, and even matters regard- 
ing vital statistics become bargaining points. 

To estimate the food needs of Germany and the amount of in- 
dustry necessary to furnish sufficient exports to pay for food im- 
Cag it is obviously necessary to determine the German popula- 

on. 

The Russians asserted that the population was 60,000,000. The 
Americans claimed it was 67,000,000. That first figure is absurd. The 
second is probably an underestimate by four or five millions. It 
is not yet sure how many Germans will remain in Czechoslovakia 
and the new Poland and the Western Allies have no figures on the 
number of German prisoners of war still in Russia, or no knowledge 
of whether they are to be repatriated. But it was finally “agreed” 
that the German population is 66,500,000. 

What the food resources in Germany are, is an open question. 
The Russians hold the largest agricultural section, but what is hap- 
pening to the food is unknown, There is no uniform German ration- 
ing system. Theoretically the people in the Russian zone get the 
highest ration, but investigation has disclosed that available stocks 
are regularly behind the ration cards, 


: A struggle occurred over what is the 
Another Compromise standard of nourishment to be aimed 
at. According to Potsdam it must not exceed the level of other 
European ‘states. But what is that level? Again the question was 
compromised. The prewar German nutritional standard was re- 
duced 16 percent and its fats content 30 percent. 

Long debates finally set the necessary industrial exports at 
1,500,000,000 marks, calculated at 1936 prices, and the Americans 
insisted on no more industrial reparations from their zones until 
this is tested, for there is no intention to have American taxpayers 
pay the deficit. 

The Russian response was to strip their zone to the bone. No 
attention is paid to whether the industries are military installations. 
The Russians have torn out all secondary railroad tracks and re- 
moved ‘all electric locomotives of the highly electrified railroad 
system. The two greatest German shoe factories (Lingel and Tack), 
the sugar refineries in the great sugar beet area, the largest grain 
processing factory in Europe, at Barby near Magdeburg, with a 
capacity of 15,000 tons, together with innumerable other instal- 
lations including small and medium-sized plants, have all been dis- 
mantled in pursuit of what Alexander Sachs, pointing out that 
it is graver than the Nazi “raubwirtschaft,” calls “economic can- 
nibalism.” The Nazis exploited the European economy but main- 
tained an economy, whereas the Russians are simply consuming it. 

: None of this makes the German workers, 
Seek No F riends even the Communists, pro-Soviet. However, 
the Soviet concept is not to win friends by persuasion but to create 
total dependency. The Russian zone is organized in a Soviet sys- 
tem ruled from Moscow, behind the front of the new German So- 
cialist-Communist merger. The American zone has a decentralized 
system resting on the autonomous states and looking toward an 
eventual federal system. The British zone retains the old central- 
ized system, as does the French. 

What can emerge from all this baffles the imagination. If the 
rest of Germany must bear the brunt of the economic destruction 
in the Russian zone, the problems of the Western Allies will be 
insuperable. If the Russian zone becomes a dependency of the 
Soviet economy, Germany will be permanently cut in half. 

Meanwhile, the repercussions of this “economic cannibalism” 
are felt everywhere. Coal production in the Ruhr has fallen 21 per- 
cent in the last months, due to the malnutrition of the workers. The 
1.275 calories allowed in the American zone are 85 percent bread 
and potatoes. The total fat ration is a level teaspoon per day. 
Protein is almost nonexistent.

FREIGHT SERVICE CURTAILED 


The Office of Defense Transportation, an agency of the government, estab- 
lished by Executive Order No. 8989, December 18, 1941, acting through its 
emergency powers, has ordered the railroads to reduce their passenger serv- 
ice 25 per cent on May 10, and another 25 per cent on May 15—a total of 50 
per cent. After May 15 the railroads will be permitted to operate only one- 
half of the passenger service that was in effect on April 1, 1946. 


Drastic restrictions by the Office of Defense Transportation are also imposed, 
effective May 10, upon freight service of the railroads, confining it to such 
necessitous items as food for human and animal consumption, fuel, perish- 
ables, medicines, live stock, poultry, printing paper and printing ink. The 
Director of the Office of Defense Transportation states: 


“The present supply of coal on railroads caused by the current coal strike 
makes necessary drastic curtailments of both passenger and freight railway 


The miners’ strike has for the past five weeks paralyzed coal production and 
threatens the complete discontinuance of steam transportation service. 


The entire Central of Georgia system will be affected by the changes in serv- 
ice to be made in compliance with the directive. The management has sought 
to make the required reductions and train eliminations in such a way as to 
cause as little disturbance and inconven‘ence as possible to the traveling and

BAKED SHAD WITH * 
HERB WINE SAUCE 

3 Ibs. boned shad 

Salt 

14 cup raisins, finely chopped 

2 tablespoons crumbs 

Dash powdered nutmeg 

1% teaspoon dry mustard 
2 tablespoons butter or margar- 
ne 

4 cup dry white wine 

Dash cayenne 

Dash of rosemary 

Arrange shad on well-greased 
fish rack in baking pan. Salt 
lightly. Mix together the raisins, 
crumbs, nutmeg, mustard; spread 
or sprinkle over top and between 
“folds” where bones have been re- 
moved. Heat gently the marga- 
rine, wine, cayenne, rosemary. 
Bake shad in a moderate oven 
(350 degrees F.) for about 1 hour,

A gigantic on-the-job agricultu- 
ral training program for Georgia 
veterans, which would help solve 
the present “acutely critical” farm 
labor shortage and wipe out the 
evils of the sharecropper system, 
has been initiated by the State 
Veterans’ Service Board.
